her for fome fhort tim@, and never boarded 
her,but by reafon-of. bad Weather, or-other- 
wife was boarded by the Concord Gally, 
but without any lofs of Mafts or Men 
to his Knowledge, .and fo parted. And 
thefe Deponents further make Oath, that 
they have often heard the Captain. Officers 
and Memof the faid Privateer declare, that 
had the other Ship, meaning Captain Quick 
Commander of the Concord Gally, deferid- 
ed her felf as the Prince, George did, and 
fought at the famestime, the faid:Privateer 
was refolved’ to leave them, after the »firft 
Broad-fide, which they* attempted. ac firft 
© only to know how the faid Gallys were 
‘ difpofed ; but feeing the Bafenefs of the 
* faid Captain Quick, were encouraged to 
© fight the faid Prince George Gally and take 
her as they did,»
